Thousands of seedling vegetable 
and flower plants are grown suc­ 
cessfully each spring 
in 
small 
boxes of soil placed in south or 
east windows. They are a reliable 
aid to good gardening if properly 
handled. 
The preparation of 
the 
seed 
box is a simple task but one that 
needs care to be reasonably cer­ 
tain of bringing the seedlings to 
planting size. 
In a tightly built box it is ad­ 
visable to bore holes in the bot­ 
tom to assist quick drainage. By 
covering the holes with pieces of 
broken pottery, the soil is pre­ 
vented from leaking through. If 
a box is loosely put together, with 
cracks between its 
boards, 
the 
drainage holes may be omitted. 
For the finer seeds it Is an ex­ 
cellent plan to cut burlap to fit the 
box and lay it over 
the 
coarse 
drainage and then place the soil 
upon it so that the box may be 
watered by setting it in a pan of 
water and there will be no danger 
of washing the tiny seeds or sed- 
lings. Firm the soil and sow the 
seed thinly in rows. This is better 
than sowing broadcast as it will 
be appreciated when it comes to 
transplanting. 
Thin sowing is economy. Quan-1 
tities of seed are wasted by too 
thinck planting. The tiny plants 
crowd each other and 
none 
of 
them has a fair chance when they 
come up thick as fur. This neces­ 
sitates early transplanting before 
the seedlings are strong enough to 
be handled.
